“PLEAD IGNORANCE. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

LONDON. March 30, 8:30 9% 0 
[By Atlantic Cable] Peace talk is 
prevalent everywhere, but that nego 
tiations have commenced is still post- 
-tively denied in all official § circles 
here. The Foreign Office disclaims 
ever having any knowledge of peace 
proposals. It is quite evident, how- 
ever, that while the first definite step 
may be taken at any minute, an ad- 
vance further than indicated in the 
Associated Presa dispatches may be 
postponed indefinitely. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minis- 
ter, declared to the Associated Press 
this afternoon that be had no infor- 
mation in regard to the announcement 
contained in the St. Petersburg dis- 
patches of the Associated Press that 
Russia had indirectly made known to 
Japan the negative conditions on 
which peace might de concluded, 
namely. no cession of territory and no 
indemnity, leaving Japan io determ- 
ine whether peace negotiations could 
be begun upon that basia, but he said 
unreservedly that the terms men- 
tioned could not even te considered, 
and added: 

“A cession of territory and an in- 
demnity are the only points negoti- 
able, as Japan's antebellum demands 
have already been secured by Japan.” 

INDEMNITY IMPERATIVE. 

M. Takahashi, the Japanese special 
financial commissioner, in an inter- 
view today said to the Associated 
Press: 

“The war has cost between $250, 
090,000 and $300,000,000 the first year 
and it is estimated that it wil) cost 
$350,000,000 during the present year. 
It would be unprecedented in the his- 
tory of great wars that no indemnity 
and no territory be given up by the 
vanquished. While it is beyond my 
province to discuss terms of peace, I 
can express my persona! opinion that 
as the war was forced upon Japan, it 
is not likely that she will waive the 
right to an indemnity and cession of 
territory when concluding peace. 
What indemnity will be demanded I 
cannot say. but it is my private 
opinion that it will at least cover the 
expenses of the war. 

“If Russia assumes that a continu- 
ance of the war will deplete our 
finances before hers, it will be an- 
other mistake of judgment on her 
part. We can maintain a sufficient 
army in Manchuria to keep out the 
Russians indefinitely, but this will 
necessitate Japan remaining in Man- 
churia and administering the prov- 
ince on a war footing, which we do 
not desire. Manchuria is fertile and 
productive and an army can be main- 
tained there more economically than 
in the case of the opposing force in 
Siberia. If Russia is prepared for the
